THEIR DUTÍ ES, ETC. 

Dear Fellow Teacheus: 

Considering tHe • iraixírtance of 
brevity in an article that mav not 
be of interes t to nll the readers of 
The Times. I slinil ask you to. ac- 
cept some of my etatements upon 
faith without presenting detaile of 
argument to prove them.

i and across the country to the river 
at Sitlington’s Creek. This line 

• would be 71 miles long. Those in- 
i terested in the short line, mainly 

county landowners, were very con- 
i fídent that Marlinton would tniss 

• the road after all, until this week. 

■ Tlie newspapers report that the 

road will be eighty miles long,

instead of using a depot at Driscol. 
With a railroad depot in ten miles 
at Marlinton “Egypt” would ín- 
crease her crops of grain three- 
i fold. Tbe quarries of marble, the 
finest in tbe United States, could 
be developed. Then také the Elk 
country. It bas been cailed the 
land of milk and honey until the 
expression is trite. A railroad at 
Driscol could not také her custom 
awa^from tbe West Virginia Cen¬ 
tral, at Beverly. 

On the other bánd, the people 
living on the shorter line would 
none of thcra be over ten miles 
from a railroad depot if the longer 
line were built. There is no coal 
east of Qreenbrier River, and tbe 
iron deposits will btf traversed be- 
fore tbe routes diverge. 

It is thought that the Green- 
brier River LumberCompany owns 
a controlling interest in the stock 
of the Qreenbrier Railway Coinpa- 
ny. Their lands lie on the Green- 
brier River from Marlinton to the 
Forks. Anyono who has studied 
the situation of their^holdings in 
this county, and those of Colonel 
McQraw, know that on the Mar¬ 
linton route from the town of 
Huntersville to the forks of tbe 
r.ver, a dištance of nearly fifty 
miles, that the bed of the road will 
be on their lands. This refers to 
people who háve no use for lands 
in this county unless there is a 
railroad here to make the land i 
worth paying taxes on. 

There is no rivalry between the , 
towns of Huntersville and Máriin- j 
ton in this matter, for which we 
may be truly thankfpl. If one I 
misses the railroad the other will t 
too, and for once we are fighting 1 
for the samo thing. ^ 

A not her gratifying circumstance í 
is that ibis company does notseem 1 
at nll disposed to skin the county ' 
of Pocahontas ont of a sob. 
scription of $50,000. The stock in 
the road mušt evidcntly bo worth i 
having, or else the directors do not ' 
believe in making themselves cheap ! 
enough to ask for public aid.

It 
was only.a few miles from bere 
that the famous “Greenbrier Mas- 
sacre” occurred. It was bere that 
one of the hottest little fights of 
the war occurred, and not farnway 
the battle of Droop Mountain took 
plače. It is here that the Bnest 
old church in both states stands— 
the Old Stone Church, built one 
hundred and one yeara ago by the 
Presbyterians. of that never to be 
destroyed materini, blue limestone. 
and today it is as good as if a cen* 
tury of time had not whirled off its 
cycles over its old stone tower.

Once in Mathew xxiii. 87, where 
the beautiful passage occurs: "O 
JeruBnlem, Jeruaaleui, t bou tbat 
killest tbe prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, 
how ofteu would I háve gathered 
thy children tdgether, evou as a 
hen gathers her chickens under] 
her wings, and ye would not”; and 
in Luke xii. 34, the samé language 
is used, with the word "brood” in- 
steud of "chickens.” 

The name Hen occurs once in 
the Bible. In Zechariah vi. 14 we 
read of "Hen, the son of Zephan- 
iah,” but the record does not show 
whether he was disposed to crow 
or tiet. 

Úpon goocTauthority we cay say 
tbat the term "crowing hens” does 
not occur in the Bible, and it iŕ 
from a proverb in daily use, like 
"you may také an c^x to water bnt 
yoa' cannot make him drink,” 
which som^ peopie say is in the 
Bible. The expression ‘henyS-teeth’ 
has been attributed to the Bible, 
but it ia not found iherein. J

weil known account of an old dar- 
key who preached from Pani m xvi 
v„33: "He maketh my feet like 
hinda' feet, and setteth r/«e úpon 
my high plačeš.”
